Season wins to date 
4 motos The Trans AMA is now underway — and Kawasaki 
3 overalls is ready. Team Captain Jim Weinert, the first 
American to win a Trans AMA overall victory, 
is ready. The current AMA 500cc National champion 
. is fully recovered from the knee injury that cost 
him that title for 1977. ; 
Teammate Gary Semics came within seven points of 
keeping Weinert’s championship in Kawasaki hands. 
At New Orleans, in the series closer, he fought 
right. down to the last corner. Gary won the race, 
but lost the series. That’s racing. 
Gary is ready, too. 


With the return of the Europeans and the Trans AMA, 
Kawasaki looms as a definite threat. 

During the 250, 500. and Super Series, which 

Jim Weinert won, a total of 46 motos were run. 
Weinert and Semics won 15 of those motos and 
posted seven overall victories. 

That puts Kawasaki out in front of all other 
manufacturers for total wins. 

Weinert and Semics will be joined by Terry Clark, 
of California desert racing fame, on this year’s 
Trans AMA circuit. 

The three of them will be joined by all new 
Kawasaki machines. 

We don’t have to tell you about our riders’ 
potential. Their results illustrate what you 
already know. But it is nice to be able to say 

"We know why you ride,” and have the results to 
back it up. :

1976 Super Series Champion lets the good time roll

ning Riverside’s first Mulholland 
Challenge Cup by a comfortable 
six seconds over Japanese pop/ 
rock racer Takazumi Katayama, 
who had a similar cushion on 
Vesco-tuned Team Dahmen privateer 
Pat Evans. -The expected Steve Baker 
threat evaporated when Steve crashed 
hard in a Lightweight Expert qualifying 
heat on Saturday. Defending Grand 
National Champion Gary Scott came 
from the back of the pack after a 
controversy-shrouded heat race 
performance, to finish 11th for four 
crucial points (while pointsleader Jay 
Springsteen sat in the stands and 
stewed), then capped off the weekend 
by claiming Roberts’ engine! 


Roberts had set the tone Saturday by 
winning the 250 race and rewriting 
track record in practice to 1:27. No one 
could get even close. Scott turned a 
tentative 1:31.8, Katayama was down 
to 1:32 by Sunday moming, as was 





Gene Romero. Pat Evans had posted a 
1:31.9, while Steve Baker admitted on 
Saturday to just getting into the 34’s. 
Likewise, Kawasaki racers Yvon 
Duhamel and Gary Nixon got within a 
tenth of each other: 1:34.9 and 1:34.8, 
respectively. 

~ The tire war was in full flower, as 
Roberts rode most of the weekend on 
Dunlops, Katayama used Michelins, and 
only a few holdouts were on Goodyears. 
Both Pat Evans and Cook Neilson 
(entered in a Superbike Production with 
a new profile Goodyear rear) gave Steve 
Baker credit for much of the Dunlop 
development work which has gone on 
while Goodyear has been tied up with 
‘the rubber workers’ strike. Dunlop has 
been with Evans, Baker and the rest 
nearly every weekend in Europe 
working constantly on tires, while 
Goodyear, with just three big races over 
here, must, according to Evans, “Rent a 
track, get Roberts out any other 
time... It just costs them a lot more 
money tọ go developing.” 


Natioral 


Whitever, all three companies had 
engineers here with orders to develop a 
“Riverside tire” for next year — as this 
track has differences in surface porosity 
and composition compared to Laguna- 
or Daytona which in turn weighs upon 
choice of tire compound. One 
interesting sidelight, according to a 
Goodyear rep, was that present 
compounds on all brands were breaking 
down, but the problem was affecting 
only those riders who turned better 
than 1:32. Somehow, that’s only a small 
surprise. 

At any rate, Roberts turned a 1:28 
while running and hiding from the 
second qualifier heat after passing 
Katayama early on. Ron Pierce, wearing 
bright green Kawasaki leathers and 
riding a bright blue privateer Yamaha 
(what a color combo — privateers are 
revolting...) shadowed Katayama, 
passing him late in the heat. Ron Mass 
literally crashed and burned out of Turn 
Seven in this heat, sending up a black 
pall of signal-ssmoke. Randy Cleek’s 
motor had sucked some grease into one 
carb and seized during practice; Pop 
rebuilt it in a rush and Randy broke it 
in by qualifying seventh. 


All this may have _. seemed 
anticlimactic to the first qualifier heat, 
the drama of which was to have 
repercussions later. Gene Romero led 
off the line with Skip Aksland tucked in 
behind, but all were wondering “Where 
the heck is Scott?” He’d never made it 
to the grid. Just as the race got off, his 
crew wheeled his bike through the 
pitwall gate, saying they’d not heard the 





call over the paddock PA system. They 
rushed him through the final Tech area, 
and AMA Competition Director Bill 
Boyce was later to rule that he indeed 
passed Tech and was qualified to enter 
the National. He would start at the back 
of the grid, however, because he noticed 
the machine seeming to bind or seize 
and parked it near tum five after several 
laps of the heat. 


Pat Evans, meanwhile, had worked 
past Duhamel, Mike Clark, Aksland and 
Romero to win the first heat. Clark 
(back after being treated for contusions 
from a Saturday crash) had led briefly, 
but faded to fifth. Second was 
Duhamel; Romero and Aksland were a 
scrappy third/fourth, 


The grid for the National would have 
Roberts on the pole, flanked by Evans, 
then Katayama and Duhamel. Nixon 
would start in the second wave, for on 
the start, his Kaw spit back and blew 
one carb loose from its rubber spigot. A 
full lap down, he somehow managed to 
regain momentum and circulate with 
the heat’s leaders on a decidedly 
ratty-sounding machine. Tuner Irv 
Kanemoto expressed doubts on the 
National grid that the exercise had done 
the engine any good. It didn’t sound too 
hopeful. : 


Steve McLaughlin was justifiably 
roud of his Harry Hindall-framed 
TZ750, beautifully crafted and plated, 
with the Hindall hallmark of spidery 
trusswork to stiffen the monoshock 
swingarm. Steve had scraped just about 
everything ‘on both sideslin earning 'a | 
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heat race fourth, Also with good 
position was Mexican teener Jimmy 
Morales, hot from a successful European 
season and riding one of those 
French-inspired monoshocks that use a 
single Koni car shock on one side of a 
truss-strengthened swingarm. 

Suddenly it’s 2:00 p.m. and 38 bikes 
are running. Of these, 37 actually get 
off the grid cleanly as Roberts gets the 
expected holeshot. Nixon leads the 
second wave away, Bruce Hammer is 
left on the grid, his Yamaha blubbering 
away slowly. Pat Evans had tucked right 
behind Roberts going into the Esses 
with Katayama third and Duhamel 
bidding for fourth into turn six. 
Through turn nine after one lap, it was 
already Roberts pulling away, then 
Katayama, Evans, Duhamel, Mike Clark, 
Ron Pierce, McLaughlin, Romero and 
the mob — Aksland, Floridian John 
Long, former Riverside recordholder 
Wes Cooley, Jr., Randy Cleek and Gary 
Nixon sandwiched in there somewhere. 

Next lap, McLaughlin began coming 
on with Pierce right behind. Clark, 
Aksland and Romero are in a tight 
group. Steve Malonee is off at Turn 
Two, being checked over for possible 
hip injury. By lap three, Gary Scott is 
24th and moving. By lap four 
Roberts-Katayama-Evans are in 
formation, which will remain. unchanged 
the rest of the race. Then a gap, then 
Mc Laughlin-Duhamel-Pierce-Morales- 
Aksland-Romero-Clark-Cleek-Long- 
Rectenwald. That’s Bob Rectenwald on 
a TZ out of Pennsylvania, circulating 
ahead of Kevin Stafford and Gary 
Nixon. 
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Lap five, Roberts has 5.5 seconds on 
Katayama, Scott is 20th. Next lap, 
Scott is 18th, and Gene Romero is 
coasting in with a broken left clip-on to 
retire. Oddly enough, Roberts had 
noted in practice that his left clip-on 
had worked loose from the force 
required to drag a speeding TZ750 into 
the left-hand turn one. He and several of 
the other real fast guys were treating the 
short start-finish straight as one giant 
S-curve, flirting with the turn nine wall, 
then barely getting over to the right side 
in time to set up for Turn One. 
Katayama was a bit more leery of that 
wall, but was scratching at an amazing 
angle to still keep Roberts in sight — 
just. 

McLaughlin, really pushing the 
Hindall chassis to its limit, was 
beginning to close on Evans when a 
crank bearing let go on lap nine. That 
let Pierce into fourth, and he seemed 
comfortable. Meanwhile, Scott passed 
Mike Devlin, and began to drag Mike 
along with him as he dispatched Cliff 
Carr, Cooley and Rectenwald in order. 
Skip Aksland moved into fifth chased 
by Morales, Cleek, Duhamel, Nixon and 
Long. Stafford is at a distance ahead of 
Dave Aldana (sporting new, almost 
conventional leathers), and Clark. 

By lap 15, Cleek has passed Morales 
and Aksland, moving through a haze of 
lappees. Scott is 12th. Whitney 
Blakeslee has retired his aircooled Kaw 
after scratching mightily. Cleek is still 
moving, as is Scott. Sometime between 
laps 20 and 25, Roberts has his 
maximum lead, about 10 seconds, and 
begins to baby his tires. Katayama has 








everything but his laundry hanging out 
and comes to within six seconds, which 
Roberts, with a little help from his 
friends, maintains. 

About lap 25, Cleek is finally pushing 
Pierce in traffic and moves around. 
Pierce seems unable to do anything 
about it. Clark has picked off Long, and 
Nixon has moved up within sniffing 
distance of Duhamel. Scott is coming, 
and Long closed back up with Clark 
under Numero Uno’s pressure. Two laps 
from the end, Nixon slingshot Duhamel 
for eighth, and under the white flag, 
Long gets a brief wheel under Clark. 
Clark fights back, Scott passes Long 
between turns six and seven, and Clark 
barely holds the Champ to an 11th 
place finish. 

Dave Aldana turned out missing. He 
had run right off turn seven (that tricky 
left with the downhill entrance), 
scattered photogs and track workers, 
went almost to the concrete wall, 
paralleled it for about 150 yards, gassed 
it, got sideways, recovered and boogied 
back onto the course. He retired the 
following lap, his engine apparently 
having inhaled a ‘fatal quantity of 
trackside dirt. 

But Roberts had won it hands down; 
he and Katayama-exchanged about the 
same smile and knowing glance on the 
victory stand that they had on the grid a 
seeming instant earlier. They had gone 
quickly, and both knew it. 

The claim 

You’d think it would all be over by 
now. Not so, for as the sidehacks rolled 
out for their National, Gary Scott,

waiting until the last moment to avoid a 
counterclaim, plunked down four grand 
and claimed Roberts’. engine. But 
although Kel Carruthers unbolted the 
unit and boxed it up in surprisingly 
good humor, Scott didn’t get to take it 
away. Skip Aksland had protested the 
start of Scott’s heat, claiming Scott had 
never officially started, therefore had 
not qualified for the National. (Which 
means he’d have no right to put in a 
claim, under the AMA rules.) 


The referee, Chubb Kellam, 
disallowed the protest, and Skip 
promptly appealed. It will go to an 
appeal board for settlement. Meanwhile, 
the prized power unit and Scott’s 
ceritifed check must be impounded, ‘or 
as AMA Pro Competition Manager Mel 
Parkhurst put it, “I am now the proud 
owner of $4,000 and one TZ750 
engine/transmission.” (Anybody needa 
sponsor for next year?... Ed.) 


Of course, Scott’s four points are in 
limbo, as well. Nothing like throwing 
the Ascot odds-makers a curve, huh? 
What a season! ®

There was no holding Kenny 
Roberts today. Steve Baker said 


he wasn’t 
before he 


pocketed the 250cc Expert Light- 
weight Final with a 33 second 
cushion over runnerup Dave 
Emde. 


It was evident from the start of the 
first qualifier heat that Emde had been 
doing some practicing at Riverside; and 
that tuner Mack Kambayashi had been 
doing some homework on Dave's 
TZ250. Baker and Emde shot off the 
line together with Wes Cooley, Jr. trying 
to find a line up the middle. Phil 
McDonald, who had crashed in turn 
nine during the tire warmup lap, was 
already out. Cooley would crash on lap 
two in turn six, as would Mike Clark. It 
was still a bit slippery up there from 
somebody’s oil. 

Meanwhile, on that same second lap, 
Emde slingshot Baker, and was visibly 
making more steam in the straight bits. 
Baker would push him through turn one 
with an uncertain “I know I can take 
him, but on which side?” waver to his 
line. This continued as Skip Aksland 
and Yvon Duhamel circulated in 
another tight twosome. Yvon finally 
won that duel; and Baker looked to be 
shadowing Emde for a last-lap move. 
But instead, coming off the tum nine 
banking, Baker and his bike explode a 
dozen haybales on the outside wall and 
Emde is home free. , 

Steve had come about two bales short 
of running out of hay, throwing the

track crew into a brief panic to 
re-arrange things. Fortunately, Baker 
was up and walking, with a giddy head, 
scuffed leathers and trashed boots the 
externally visible signs of his near 
disaster. He said later that he’d gotten 
into Emde’s draft, and while dragging 
down: to pass inside “just- turned too 
quick for the tires.” He spent a night in 
the hospital under close observation; 
and though doctors released him to 
watch Sunday’s race, he was physically 
pretty beat-up. 

The next heat was a Roberts 
walkaway over Kevin Stafford (Team 
Dahmen Yamaha), Mike Devlin (Yam), 
and Ted Henter, who moved a Harley 
250 into fourth, briefly, before being 
passed by Mike Baeder and Tony 
Murphy on Mack-tuned TZs. 

For the Final, Roberts and Emde 
broke together, but that was about the 
last anybody else saw of Kenny. Kevin 
Stafford, Yvon Duhamel and Skip 
Aksland were going three ways for third 
after one lap while Mike Devlin and 
Tony Murphy watched from a distance. 
Coming through tum seven, Duhamel 
was doing some masterful blocking on 
Stafford, earning the title of “master 
tactician” from announcer Larry 
Huffman (who was covering the tum 
6/7 end of the track). 

Aksland pitted after-two laps, and 
Mike Baeder moved into fifth, with 
Devlin for company and Tony Murphy 
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for a shadow. Next were John Long, 
Gary Nixon, Wes Cooley (sans bubble, 
having started at the rear due to his 
crash), Doug -Teague (H-D), Greg 
Sassaman (on another Harley), Bruce 
Hammer and Bob Murray. 

By lap five, Roberts was long gone, 
Emde was all alone, Gary Nixon was 
starting to spout fluid from a duff 
waterpump (which would spell his 
retirement very soon), and Stafford had 
slingshot Duhamel for third somewhere 
between turns one and six. Dick Fuller 
(Korbs-sponsored Yamaha) got by 
Murray and was moving up. 

Roberts is clicking off  1:32s 
methodically by mid-race, Stafford and 
Duhamel are. still at it for third/fourth, 
Yvon closing with late-breaking charges 
but not finding room or horsepower to 
go by. Murphy, whose boots ought to 
be wedge-shaped from the way he’s 
scratching, moves into fifth after passing 
Mike Devlin. The top five are now set. 

John Long, Mike Baeder and Ted 
Henter circulated in a tight group for 
seventh on down, until lap 14 when 
Henter crashed in turn six and Baeder 
pitted with a loose carb. Ted Davidson 
is barely running, reporting handling 
problems; Alan Barbic is out with 
fouled plugs; and Sal Peluso likewise, 
after circulating dead last on a 360 
Husqvarna (the one Pat Evans posed

with earlier this year). Stafford is deftly 
putting lappees between himself. and 
Duhamel — now who’s the tactician? 
Near the end, John Long passed Mike 
Devlin to take over sixth, Cooley came 
in eighth at a distance, and Dick Fuller 
had worked his way into ninth ahead of 
Doug Teague on the faster of two 
surviving Harleys (Sassaman had made it 
to 12th). 

Roberts and Emde had just had 
outstanding rides, each making 
unbelievable cornering moves, each in 
his own world as far as the rest of the 
competition was concerned, a pair of 
blurs 33 seconds paart. And that 33 
seconds, amounting to better than 1.5 
seconds a lap, is about the full measure 
of the state-of-the-art which the 
combination of Roberts/Yamaha/ 
Dunlop represents at this point in 
time. e

The shrinking field of competitive 
Superbikes (15 and counting) was a 
familiar cast of characters, minus the 


Baldwin Guzzi. The Yoshimura 
Kawasakis (Wes Cooley, Jr.) and Mike 
Parriott) had horsepower on everybody, 
as witness both holeshots by Cooley; 
but crew members were still bemoaning 
their lack of handling. A binding 


swingarm further hampered Parriott’s 
efforts. 
The mono BMWs were back, one each 












for Steve McLaughlin and Gary Fisher. 
Reg Pridmore’s bike was conventionally 
sprung on gas Boge/Mulhollands; as Reg 


frankly prefers its feel over the 
monoshockers. 

The Neilson Ducati, now three years 
old, has to rank as one of the most 
successful privateer “project bikes” 
ever. Cook was waxing eloquent over 
the performance of Goodyear’s latest 
offering on the Duck’s rear wheel. “It’s 
a new profile — a ‘1750 D’ — a little 
taller, same compound, smaller 
sidewalls. It works great on this track, 
which has a different surface porosity, 
different requirements than, say Laguna 
or Ontario or Daytona.” 

Cook had already finished second to 
Pridmore once, as Reg had nipped him 
by half a length on the last lap of their 
Saturday qualifier. McLaughlin had 
spilled in turn seven in that race, but 
was up and going again. 

The heat had been but a formality, 
however, as just 13 bikes started 
Sunday’s final on a compact grid. Again 
Wes Cooley won the drag race and led 
through the Esses where the gyrations 
of the big Kaw must have been quite an 
intimidation factor to any would-be 
passers. They turned a 91-plus standing 
lap, as Wes still led Fisher, Pridmore, 
Neilson and McLaughlin in a tight 
group. The drafting must have been 
fierce, as the second time through Turn 
Six it was Cook leading Fisher, 
Pridmore, McLaughlin and Cooley. 


The BMWs remained in formation 
behind Cook for a couple more laps, 
then it was as if they’d shuffled among 
themselves and sent their bad man 
forward. Just now they were lapping the 
first tailender, Bill Harding, who must 
have been one rattled dude as first 
Cook, then Pridmore, McLaughlin and 
Fisher blew by between the entry to 
turn six and the exit to turn 7A. The 
traffic was enough to cost Cook 
momentum; and Pridmore, already on 
the bubble after his customary watchful 
wait, got by the next lap. 

Cook took the lead back, held it for a 
few laps, then Reg got it again, for 
good: About lap 13, a breather must 
have begun to work loose, soon covering 
the rear of the Ducati with oil, for 
Pridmore pulled right away (Cook 
said later he first realized how bad it was 
when he almost came clean off while 
shifting weight from right to left in the 
esses. Bad moment.) It was from here 
on that the new Goodyear made Neilson 
a believer, for with a certain amount of 
self-control, it continued to hold; and 
McLaughlin only close to passing range 
in the last two laps. Steve did slingshot 
Cook down the back straight, but Cook 
had noticed one thing about the team 
BMs. Whether due to shaft reaction or

whatever, they were coming high out of 
the turn eight jog and low into the turn 
nine sweeper. Neilson cautiously went 
high, hoping for extra drive off the 
banking at the end of the turn nine 
sweeper; and it worked, to the tune of 
less than a bike length — but it worked. 

Gary Fisher had slowed progressively 
from about mid-race, but still came in 
fourth ahead of Wes Cooley. It was a 
considerable gap back to Mike Parriott 
at sixth over Lang Hindle on another 
evi-handling Kaw, this one by 
Racecrafters. Steve Malonee had been 
briefly competitive with these two, 
riding the Mr. Jags big-bore Triumph, 
then slipped to eighth, possibly plagued 
by the same clutch troubles that had 
bedevilled him Saturday. Fastest 350 
(only 350) was Dick Fuller on his 
infamous Yamaha R5 in at 11th. 

Reg, who does most of his own 
wrenching, was quietly pleased with his 
second straight Superbike Production 
victory; especially so (though he didn’t 
say it) because his bike is a lot closer to 





tightened 1977 rules’ than his 
teammates’. This class, so popular a year 
ago, and so great in potential spectator 
appeal, had quickly turned into a four 
stroke GP class, as hard a game to stay 
into as Formula 750 itself, from a 
money standpoint. With Reg picking up 
$375 in purse money, Cook $260 and 
Steve $180, it’s small wonder that the 
field of potential entrants (in the 
absence of heavy factory commitments) 
has shrunk. Yet come EPA emission 
controls time (all too soon) this may be 


the only racing class that has real 
meaning to potential street bike 
customers. Something’s gotta give. @

Novice Harry Klinzmann finally 
won a Novice race in his fourth 
try this year. At . Daytona, 
Loudon, Laguna Seca, and River- 
side, Klinzmann was easily the fastest 
Novice on the track, often turning 
competitive Expert lap times. But at 
very race — except this one at 
Riverside — Klinzmann’s certain victory 
dissolved into dismay. At Daytona and 
Laguna the problems were mechanical. 
\t Loudon, Klinzmann came from last 


on the grid to first place, only to crash 
while stretching out his lead. 
Klinzmann, a 17-year-old from 
Garden. Grove, California, finally put his 
bad luck behind him and ran away from 


the other Novices, riding two seconds a 
lap faster than second-place Randy 
Mamola. By the sixth lap, Klinzmann 
(Mr. Al’s  Restaurant-Ron Pierce 
Enterprises-Mack-Premier Yamaha) had 
ll seconds on Mamola. (Jim 
Doyle-Yamaha International), who had 
about the same lead on-the battle for 
third between Kent Rockwell, Wally 
Karpynec, and Steve Ecklund. 

Scott Pearson, the Junior-class dirt 
tracker who won the Novice class at 
Loudon and Laguna after Klinzmann 
suffered his usual bad luck, worked his 
way up through the pack into third 
place after a start on the last row of the 
second wave. 

Pearson’s climb through traffic was 
reminiscent of Klinzmann’s ride . at 
Loudon. The difference -was that 
Pearson never caught Mamola, where 
Klinzmann at Loudon went all the way 
from first to last. 

The reason Pearson started on the 
back row was that his Jim and Jim’s 
Yamaha TZ250B seized in Turn One 
during practice Saturday, throwing 
Pearson down. The bike slid into the 
mud surrounding the course. when it 
came back into the pits coated with 
mud, seized, scratched, smashed, and 
with a bent swing arm, it didn’t look 
good. But tuner Keith Bontrager went 
to work. The machine wasn’t ready to 
ride by Saturday’s heat race, but 
Pearson pushed it to the grid and across 
the starting line — as per the AMA rules 
- to qualify in last place for the final. 

While Pearson was slicing through the 
pack, while Klinzmann was running 
away from Mamola, and while Mamola 
was leaving behind the field, Rockwell, 
Eklund, and Karpynec kept passing 
and repassing in their fight for third. 
Karpynec pitted about halfway through 
the race with a worn- out rear tire. 
Harry Hunt, the Dunlop tire distributor, 
had promised Karpynec a new rear tire 
before the race. But when Karpynec 
went to get the tire, Hunt had sold it to 
another rider. Thinking a used Dunlop 
would work better than a new 
Goodyear, Karpynec gambled and lost. 
Klinzmann, Mamola, and Pearson all 
used Dunlops. 

Rockwell finally won the remaining 
dice for fourth after Pearson caught and 
passed the group. 

In the winner’s circle, Klinzmann was 
exuberant. All three Novices 
(Klinzmann, Mamola, and Pearson) won 
contingency money from AFM ($100, 
$50, $25) for placing in the top three 
and being AFM members.. e

A capacity crowd witnessed one 
of the finest night motocross races 


ever 


in Southern California at 


Irwindale Raceway in the third 


annual Continenal Moto-Sports 
Club Night National Motocross 
Championship, as Mike Bell, Jeff 
Vidic, and Gary Denton picked up 


the majority of the $3,000 Professional 
purse and were cornwed Night National 
500cc, 250cc, and 125cc Champions. 
With Bell, Vidic, and Denton claiming 
the Professional titles, the Amateur 
crowns went to Jim Holley (Mini 
Expert), Tom Maxstadt (Mini Junior), 
Jim Hall (100 Junior), Joe Crozier (125 
Junior), Tony Gomez (125 
Intermediate), Dan Hilger (250 
Intermediate), Bob Byars (500 Junior), 
Max Maple (500 Intermediate), and 
Dick Yeats (Over 30 Gang). In addition 
to his second straight 250 Pro title, 


Vidic also picked up a cool $200 for 
taking the win the two-lap “King of the 
Hill,” which featured the top two 
finishers from the 125, 250, and 500 
Pro classes. 

The Professional classes were split 
into divisions because of the large 
numbers in each class, and two 
qualifying five-lap heats were run in 
each class to determine which riders 
would then compete in the eight-lap 
finals for the large Pro purse. The Mini 
Cycle Expert class was also split into 
two divisions with a five-lap final 
determining the champion. 

The 500 Pro class proved to be the 
most exciting race of the night with 
Bell, Ron Tumer, Bill Rubly, and Val 
Tamietti all looking very strong in the 


preliminary heats. Also making the final 
eight-lap feature were Tim Lunde, Luke 
Messer, Kevin Young, Scott Gillman, 
Joe Johnston, and Richee Collins. 

At the drop of the starting gate, Bell 
and Tumer jumped to the lead 


positions, as the field entered the first, 


dogleg turn, which was just put in for 
the Night National. The dogleg was 
designed to eliminate the home track 
advantage for the Irwindale regulars, 
and many riders from. the other 
qualifying tracks gave the ‘Dale die 
hards plenty of trouble throughout the 
night. 

After the first lap in the 500s, Turner 
was holding down the top spot aboard 
his 370 Suzuki, but the 440 four-stroke 
Honda of Bell’s was not about to let 
him slip away. Turner and Bell kept up 
their tremendous pace for all of the 
ight-lap event, and the pair easily ran 
away from’ the rest of the field. Luke 
Messer came up with trouble in the 
early stages and was out, along with Ted 
Scruggs, Joe Johnston, and current CMC 
Pro point leader Val Tamietti. 

At the halfway point, Turner and Bell 
continued their fierce battle, and Rubly 
and Lunde jockied positions for third 
and fourth. Young, who has been quite 
impressive in his last few outings at 
Irwindale, moved into fifth by the sixth 
round. On the sixth circuit, Bell ‘really 
started to apply the pressure to Turner, 
and the two riders were side-by-side 
over the “Wheelsmith Jump” in front of 
the grandstands. Bell then slipped under 
Turner for the top spot in the tight 
corner before the finish line. 

However, Bell may have had the lead, 
but he couldn’t shake loose of Turner, 
and the pair still continued their 
incredible race. By this time, Rubly was 
solidly in the third spot with Lunde 
fourth and Young fifh. Bell and Turner 


went at it for two more laps to the 
checkered flag before Bell was able to 
take the win by a bike length. Ron 
Turner also deserves quite a bit of credit 
for an excellent race. Bell picked up 
$350 for the win with Turner taking 
$225. 

In the 250 Pro finale, the start again 
was important and Bell was able to 
make it to the first corner ahead of 
Vidic and the rest of the pack. Mike 
rode his Suzuki to the front early, but 
he had constant pressure from Vidic, 
Aaron Bassett, and Tim Lunde, Vidic, 
who was trying for his second straight 
Night National crown; was not ready to 
give up his title that easy, and the 
“Rabbit” from Glendale came back 
strong to take the lead. Bell stayed close 
to Jeff for two laps before the Maico’s 
horsepower. was just too much for 
Mike’s Suzuki. Bell then kept a 
consistent second for the ‘rest of the 
eight-lapper. 

The battle for third proved 
interesting, as former 125 star Lunde 
was riding his Maico to perfection and 
starting to move up on Bell for second. 


But, at the four-lap mark, Lunde’s 


. Maico gave up the ghost and Tim had to 


walk back to the pits. Bassett, a relative 
newcomer to the Pro ranks, then took 
over third with Rubly and Turner 
rounding out the top five. In the later 
stages, Rubly was able to move by 
Bassett for third, but the 250s belonged 
to Jeff Vidic and no one was doing to 
dny that fact. As the echeckered flag 
dropped on the number five Maico, Jeff 
and his dad, who has been his driving 
force, jumped into the air in 
celebration. Vidic had become the first 
two-time winner of the C.M.C. Night 
National. Bell placed second followed 
by Rubly, Bassett, and Turner, again 
riding a Suzuki. : 
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In the 125 Pro -class, Gary Denton 
and Mark Tyer had dominated the four 
five-lap qualifying heats, and they 
looked to .be the favorites. for the 
eight-lap final. But, of all of the classes, 
the 125s are the most competitive and 
unpredictable. Along with Denton and 
Tyer, there had to be other favorites 
like the. defending Night Nationals 
Champion, Dave Taylor, or Irwindale 
regulars John Atwood, Mark “Mad 
Man” Lawrence, Eddie Clark, and Dave 
Pessy. They had all captured the 125 
Pro class throughout the year. Then, 
there were tough 125 Pros, who weren't 
too familiar with the Irwindale track, 
like Chuck Bower, Bruce McDougall, 
and Bobby Jones. 

So, entering the finale for the 125 
Pros, the favorites were up to about 
eight or nine riders. But, at the drop of 
the gate, there soon proved to be no 
doubt why they call Gary Denton the 
“King of Irwindale,” as Denton began 
to run away from the rest of the field. 
By the halfway mark, Denton was a 
good quarter of a lap ahead and looking 
strong. 

The battle for second saw Atwood 
and Taylor diced all over the track, and 
Bobby Jones and Dave Pessy also stayed 
very close in case anyone was to make a 
mistake. Taylor was really giving 
Atwood all he could handle over the 
“Wheelsmith Jump,” and David tried to 
slip underneath John in the left hand 
corner after the jump. But Taylor had 
the front wheel washout on him, and he 
went down. By the time Taylor could 
get back up and moving, Jones, Pessy, 
and Jim Domann, who finished second 
to Taylor last year, had moved by 
David. Taylor finally got by Domann 
for the fifth, but that was all he could 
get back when the checkered flag came 
out. 

On the final lap, the crowd was on 
their feet and cheering for Denton, who 
was putting on a riding lesson for the 
field. The Checkered flag crossed 
Denton’s bike, and Gary’s goal for 1976 
at Irwindale had been reached. Second 
went to Atwood, who held a consistent 
line after his battle with Taylor, while 
third was Jones, who rode very well in 
his first Irwindale appearance this year. 
The veteran Pessy got the fourth place 
money with his usual steady riding, and 
Taylor, very disappointed after his 
crash, took fifth. 

For the final race of the night, the 
top two finishers from each of the Pro 
classes were to return for a two-lap 
“King of the Hill.” The “King of the 
Hill” race at Irwindale is quite unique, 
because it is the only time of the night 
that the track is ridden backwards. To 
make it even more interesting, there was 
plenty of money up for the top two 
places, $200 to win and $100 for 
second, but nothing for third, fourth, 
fifth, and sixth. The 125 riders were set, 
as Denton and Atwood had finished 
oned-two, but the 250 and 500 classes 
found Mike Bell with a first in the big 
bikes and second in the 250s. So Bell 
had to make a choice of which 
motorcycle he wanted to ride in the 
“King of the Hill,” and Mike decided to 
go with the big 440 four-stroke. Vidic 
then was the only 250 in the 
competition, and Bell and Turner made 
up -the 500 bikes. The 125 machines 
received a yardage head start over the 
250, and Vidic was in front of Bell and 
Turner in the lineup. 

Stu Peters dropped the green flag for 
the “highest paid race ever in SoCal 
night motocross,” as the winner was to 
make about three dollars per second in 
the two-lapper. Denton took the lead in 
the first corner with Atwood and Vidic 
staying very close and waiting for a 
mistake. Vidic then slipped under 
Atwood for second, as Denton and 
five-rider field moved toward the big 
“X-tend Jump.” Vidic continued to 
close on Denton after the straighaway, 
which saw Bell go down and end his 
shot at the big money. With the final lap 
to go, it was just a two rider match 
between Denton and Vidic. Denton 
continued to lead as they made the left 
hand corner before the big jump for the 
final time.

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rather than testing stamina and the ability to function 
under intensely difficult conditions. The 
enduro-trained U.S. team, it seems, would have better 
prepared if they’d raced professional MX instead of 
stressing woods riding ability over the past year. 

But while the Vase team attempt was hurt by the 
Austrian course, individual American performances 
were improved, This year U.S, riders brought home 
29 Gold Medals, two Silver Medals and two Bronzes, 
Only four of our riders failed to finish the run, as a 
reference point, consider that last year on the Isle of 
Man only eight Americans were awarded Gold 


“Medals. Three took home Silvers, 14 settled for 


Bronze Medals, and 15 of the 40 American starters 
did not finish the event. 

Our World Trophy team was a question mark right 
from the beginning. Everyone seemed of the opinion 
that, while the riders had all shown superior 
individual potential in the Two Day series, the team 
lacked the necessary cohesion to be competitive in 
Six Days. But although there was no comparison 
between the U.S. team and the Czechoslovakian and 
German teams organization-wise, our six 
independently supported men performed admirably. 

Leading the team in experience was KTM rider 
Lars. Larsson. Lars’ past record, four Golds, one 
Bronze and two DNFs- in seven attempts, was 
approached ‘only by Hercules ace Billy Uhl’s four 
Gold, one Bronze, one DNF total. Next was 
Connecticut Rokon rider Jim Hollander who’d ridden 
for the U.S. on three previous occasions (plus once 
for Canada) racking up a one Silver, one Bronze and 
one DNF score. Penton riders Kevin LaVoie and Gary 
Younkins both rode their first ISDT last year. Gary 
had taken home a Gold, and Kevin, following a run in 
with a British mail truck on day six, had settled for 
Silver. Bultaco’s Mike Hannon rounded out the team, 
and was the only member who had not yet competed 
in an ISDT. 

The 37 U.S. riders arrived in Austria well in 
advance of the opening day, and for some of them, it 
was fortunate that they had. Problems arose but were 
solved in time for the start. 

Team Penton was kept busy replacing fourth gear 
in all machines larger than. 175cc. Faulty heat treating 


had spoiled a production run of the parts, and the 
team exchanged theirs for new ones just to play it 


„safe. Team Bultaco, only a day before the plane left, 
discovered Charlie Bethard’s bike. It had been lost in 
transit, and stayed in Cleveland and in the back of\a 
truck. An unconfirmed rumor had Mike Hannon’s 
bike seizing before the event while making jetting 
changes to suit the altitude in Styria, making the 
World Trophy rider late in having his machine 
impounded. Hercules riders Billy Uhl, Mike Rosso 
and Drew Smith received their new. “super engined” 
machines when they got there and had to spend some 
time setting them up. Independent Penton rider 
Harry Heilemann jetted his bike out for the high 
altitudes and it seized. “I just sanded everything 
down and put it back together,” he said. Then went 
out and scored a Gold Medal in his first Six Days. 

Suffering an even greater setback was the Polish 
Silver Vase team. Ridev Zenon Plesovski broke his 
arm prior to the start, and with no one to replace 
him, the team was forced to drop out. 

On day one, 15 six-man World Trophy teams set 
out with the intent to make this year a winner, but 
by the time the day had ended, four teams had lost a 
man and were out of the running. 

Italy’s Elia Andrioletti was the first to fail with 
electrical problems, and he was followed later in the 
day by teammate Auguste Taicochi. With two men 
out and 30,000 points against them, the Italian World 
Trophy team filled 15th place throughout the week. 
Likewise, when three other Trophy teams lost one 
man each on day one, théy. were relegated to places 
12 (Sweden), 13 (Switzerland) and 14 (Finland) for 
the remainder of the trial. 

On the top end of the day one results were the 
seemingly invincible Czechs on their Jawas with a 
total score of 35.1 classification points. West 
Germany. followed with 68.7 and in third was East 
Germany with 85.9 points. The United States team 
had accumulated “a 400.3 score and held down sixth 
place. 


In the Silver Vase competition, no teams had lost 
men, but the name at the head of the list read the 
same: CSSR. The Czechs took control of the Vase 
race on day one, and would maintain that control for 
the duration. Again, West Germany held second place 
but this time they were followed by the Italians in 
third. John Penton’s U.S. Silver Vase team filled the 














fourth slot..All four teams maintained their positions 
for the entire six days. 


U.S. World Trophy team 


After a solid start in sixth place after day one, our 
six-man, five motorcycle brand U.S. World Trophy 
team moved up into fifth after British Trophy team 
rider John May dropped 180 course marks on the 
first lap of day two. And that, as fate would have it, 
would be the best placing the team would hold. On 
the next day, Kevin LaVoie dropped out. 

“T noticed it earlier,” Kevin explained, referring to 
the motor noise which foretold of a mainbearing’s 
imminent destruction, “but it wasn’t too noisy. It’s 
just one of those things where it wasn’t anyone’s 
fault.” The day three DNF added 15,000 points (per 
day) to the team total, instantly converting the 
short-lived fifth place to the final placing of tenth. 

Lars Larsson felt the presence on day six when, 
with no margin for error, he faced the motocross 
special test knowing that if anything went wrong, 
from the dead engine start to the end of the moto, he 
could lose his Gold. When it had ended, his 824.2 
time turned out to be sufficient. 

Time, not the type that ISDT scores are made of, 
but the type that you accumulate on the trail so you 
can change tires and perform other maintenance 
procedures, was actually Lars’ biggest concern during 
the week. He and Marcia MacDonald, the U.S. World 
Trophy team manager, butted heads all week. Marcia 
urged the V.P. of Torsten Hallman Racing to change 
tires when he had ten minutes or so to do it, and Lars 
kept refusing and waiting until he had at least 15. 
Funny to observe, but it all worked out.. 

“Mike Hannon had a great ride for a first year 
rider,” Marcia MacDonald reflected on the team’s 


rookie at the awards presentation on Saturday night. 
“He fell several times in the special tests, but we had 
five of the six riders finish on Gold. And Mike did it 
on a machine that surprised a lot of people.” 

Mike had an extra benefit in his first Six Days: he 
rode on the same minute with Allesandro Gritti, the 


‘Italian World Trophy team rider who registered the 


best individual score of the trial. 














“He’s got the fastest trail pace in the world!” Mike 
recalled. “I can stay with him on the trail, but when 
he hits a fire road or pavement — he’s gone!”” 

Hannon also got to witness some ‘first race 
international class cheating during his week on the 
Italian’s trail. When Gritti, the elusive quick change 
artist, changed bikes on the sixth day, Mike saw it, 
but decided not to enter a protest. By then, Gritti 
had already spent five days playing spoiler in the 
250cc class. His extra quick special test times had 
helped dump the Czechs from first place in the 
Trophy race and allowed the West German Zundapp 
riders to take over. es, 

Team scores are based on “classification points.” 
And classification points are related to how a rider 
finishes in his displacement class each day. The Czech 
World Trophy. team riders rode two 250cc, three 
350cc and one 500cc class Jawas. So whenever Gritti 
won the class, he was given the lead score of zero. All 
other scores are based on the differences between 
their daily point total and the winner’s. 

For example: On day four, Allesandro Gritti 
placed best in the 250cc class. The score sheet 
indicated that his special test scores add up to 598.0, 
and the fact that he won the class gives him a 
classification point score of 0.0 thus setting the 
standard that the other must meet. The Czech 250cc 
riders, Jiri Stodulka and Kvetoslaw Masita, totalled 
614.0 and 645.1 scores, respectively. Therefore, 
Stodulka’s classification point scores for the day was 
his score (614.0) minus Gritti’s score (598.0), or 16.0 
points. Likewise, Masita ended up with 645.1 minus 
598.0 or 47.1 points. > 

While Gritti was nickel and diming the 250cc class 
to death, Heirio Buse, who -wound up second best 
scorer for the six days behind Gritti, was doing a 
number on the 350cc class. The Czechs were being 
worn down while the West German team, who had 
placed three riders in the 100cc class, two in the 





125cc category and one in the 175cc race, were not 
effected by the trial’s top individual scorers. As a 
result, the West Germans took over the World Trophy 
lead on the fourth day and held it for the remainder 
leaving the Czechs (who were usually recording better 
individual scores than the Germans’) to watch 
helplessly. 

By that time, of course, the U.S. had lost a man 
and was beyond any hope of achieving a placing near 
the top in the Trophy team results. Once a rider 
drops out of the team, tactics take a change, placing 
the emphasis on individual performance. 

Three of the six U.S. Trophy team riders, Jim 
Hollander, Billy Uhl and Gary Younkins, registered 
final scores among the top ten American 
performances, Hollander tallied the best Trophy team 
score (4127.8) for sixth best American honors while 
Billy Uhl followed only a few points, which are 
actually seconds in time, behind with a 4131.3 total. 
And Gary Younkins just missed matching Billy’s 
score as he’came in only 1.1 points back with a 
4132.4. 

“Jim Hollander had more problems than any other 
American rider,” Marcia said of the team’s best 
scorer, “But he showed enormous maturity and 
handled several situations on his own before we even 
knew about them.” 

Jim’ problems in Austria included having a broken 
frame welded by a local shop’ along the course, 
overcoming a bent axle problem, replacing part of the 
Rokon’s master cylinder and other semi-and illegal 
stuff. 

Actually Jim’s ISDT hassles began long before 
when Rokon announced that they couldn’t afford to

both Hollander and Gary Edmond and were fortunate 
to find Valvoline Oil, Preston Petty Products, and the 
Two Days in Alabama Committee, led by chief dry 
barn finder Gordon Rickes willing donors. 

“Gary and I returned to the factory with two Gold 
Medals and many new ideas which we hope will 
continue to aid the growth of the American built 





Denny Vandecar, Jim Hollander and Malcolm Smith. 
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automatic motorcycle,” he said in a 
phone call following the trial. 

Billy Uhl, like every other U.S. 
Trophy team rider, got support from his 
individual sponsor. In his case, it was 
the German Hercules crew, and they 
seemed super efficient. 

“They’re doing it all. There’s really 
nothing for me to do,” Hercules USA 
team manager Buzz McQueen said of 
the operation. “They treated the 
American riders like kings.” . ` 

Billy came close to collecting a few 
course marks when he ran through the 
yellow flags at one check before his 
time was up. Apparently the check 
personnel realized that the flags were 
located in a confusing manner, and Billy 
backed out of the check with no 
penalty. 

“The sneakiest thing they did all 
week was borrow a T-handle wrench to 
check the motor mount bolts,” 
McQueen said of the Hercules crew. 
“Nothing went wrong all week.” 

“I never worried about Gary,” Marcia 
MacDonald said about Gary Younkins. 
“He had a good solid ride.” Straight 
faced and serious all week long, Gary 


finally relaxed following the sixth day . 


special test when it was finally all over. 
His nervousness throughout the week 
built up to max on the eve of the sixth 
day when he and Jeff Gerber “stayed up 
until 3 a.m. with the fifth day jitters.” 
Nerves also were the cause of stomach 
pains which disappeared on Saturday. 

“I thought it was the sausage,” Gary 
laughed afterward. 


U.S. Silver Vase team ` 

None of the U.S. Silver Vase riders 
seemed to have any major problems all 
week — or if they did, it wasn’t 
anything they wanted to talk about. 
Day one saw Dane Leimbach and Carl

Á Tom became the star of day 
one when he turned in a special 
Atest ride of 279.2 during his sec 
yond trip through the cross coun 
& try course. His score for the 

opening day was good for 
fourth in class, ninth overall 
and of course. top American. 
But that was as good as it got. 
For the remainder of the week, the 
special tests turned ‘to, as Tom already 
put it, “a big frustration.” Dane, Tom, 
Jack and Carl were turning great 
times — they just weren’t great enough. 


The sixth day special test seemed the 
worst of all. No one really did well in it. 
(The brightest pomt of day six came 
when Yamaha rider Chris Carter won his 
moto. He was the only American rider 
to do so.) For the Silver Vase team, the 
MX test only meant more 
disappointment. 

“I probably dropped out of the top 
ten because of that special test.” Jack 
commented after it was over. He’d had 
trouble getting the bike to run clean 
after the dead engine’ start and had 
followed the entire pack into turn one. 
He rode well but was unable to 
overcome «the starting disadvantage. 
That morning, according to Jack, Tom 
had held a one second lead over him and 
was top American rider. Dick Burleson 
was 20 seconds back. The MX test on 
the last day changed all that to read 
Burleson, Jack Penton, then Tom 
Penton on the final score sheets. 

Dane Leimbach’s ride, like his ride 
last year on the Isle of Man, seemed so 
strong, steady and under control that it 
looked easy. Rest assured that there’s 
nothing easy about Six Days, but riders 
of the caliber of these four men make it 
appear so. 


The Americans 

With 29 Gold Medals, there obviously 
aren’t many hard luck stories going 
around that concern the U.S. team. 
There are four, though, one each for the 
four U.S. DNFs. 

Trophy team rider Kevin LaVoie was 
the first to drop out when a main 
bearing called it quits on day three. 

Ossa riders Ron Lamastus and David 
Hulse both retired on the fifth day. 
Ron’s problem was a broken front axle. 

“It just sheared off, and I did a giant 
endo,” he described it. “I jammed a 
screwdriver and a drift punch in and 
made it to the next check, but, it was, 











too late by then.”” The Ossa riders were 
using a special quick-change front axle 
rather than a stock item, and they were 
scarce. 

David Hulse retired following a tragic 
accident where his machine struck a 72 
year old woman. David stopped, saw 
that she received medical assistance, then 
continued. He reported the incident at 
every checkpoint including the one at 
the parc ferme before he began his 
second loop. It wasn’t until then that he 
learned that the woman had died, and, 
according to the Austrian press bulletin, 
he collapsed.” Al Eames, realizing not 
only the danger of letting David ride in 
his near state of shock but the possible 
legal complications as well, saw that he 
was withdrawn from the event. 
Following tense hours of secking legal 
aid (Hulse was taken into custody), the 
issue was finally settled and David 
returned home with the American tour 
cleared of charges of leaving the scene 
of an accident. 

The final non-finisher, Larry 
Thompson, had been riding during the 
fifth day after being disqualified for 
allegedly receiving outside help along 
the course. On the morning of day six 
he was informed that he would not be 
allowed to finish the event. 

Larry had been riding with a gearbox 
problem — it kept sticking in sixth gear. 
He discovered later that if he hit the end 
of the countershaft- with a rock, it 
would break loose, but by then it was 
too late. He’d entered a check stuck in 
sixth, killed the motor, then pushed 
into the check on time. The Austrian 
soldiers manning the check couldn’t 
figure out what the problem was; Larry 
tried to explain. Then he started 
pushing the-bike to start it. 

“I felt someone push it just as I bump 
started it,” Larry said, “and I hit their 
arms with my fist. I wondered if anyone 
had seen it, but I also figured they’d 
have seen me hit the soldiers.” The bike 
started, and he rode off. 

“The story got all mixed up — the 
language problem — they had me going 
back into the check ten minutes 
Iäter it’s all messed up.” 

Al Eames was involved in the Hulse 
incident at the time the jury considered 
the protest against Larry and couldn’t 
make it to the meeting. Thompson was 
voted out 15 to 1. Eames tried to get 
permission for Larry to ride another'day 
under protest, but was denied. It was a, 
tremendous let down for the first time 
ISDT rider. The transmission problem 
had, at one point, dropped him to 
within 29 seconds of houring out, and 
he was just trying to finish to keep his 
Bronze. 

Just as there were sad and frustrating 
stories of the 51st ISDT, there were also 
some happy ones. One of the very best, 
unfortunately, defies words. It took 
place in the pit area where the U.S. 
Bultaco team had been centered all 
week and it happened just as the scores 
were posted. One by one, Mike Hannon, 
Ben Bower, Charlie Bethards and 
manager Tom Cullen heard the Gold 
Meda! scores. The grins, cheers and 
embraces marked one of the brightest 
moments of the week. 

Another team that faired well was the 
Yamaha USA team of Chris Carter, 
David Ashley and John Fero. Last year 
marked the first time a Japanese 
motorcycle had finished the event. 
Yamaha’s first major ISDT effort, under 
the management of Bill Stewart, yielded 
three Gold Medals. 

Hercules USA, with riders Billy Uhl, 
Drew Smith and Mike Rooso joined 
Bultaco, Yamaha and two out of the 
three Penton manufacturers’ teams in 
claiming a perfect three Gold Medal 
total 

The top placed U.S. Manufacturer's 
team was, as anticipated, the Penton 
“A” team. Carl Cranke, Tom Penton 
and Jack Penton are a hard trio to beat. 
The Penton “B” team with Dane 
Leimbach, Gary Younkins and Rod 
Bush formed a solid second front for 
Uncle John’s bikes. And the Penton “C” 
team imcluded Kevin LaVoie, Danny 
Vandecar and “Fast Frank” Gallo. 
Danny and Frank both scored Golds; 
Frank also turnted fast enough special 
test times that he ended up fifth 
American overall. 

The Highland Cycle Riders club team 
had the best individual scores — Dick 
Burleson’s top American showing ,and,

Malcolm Smith’s ninth American 
performance. Burleson had looked fine 
right from day one. He’s got a busy 
looking, but all together and under 
control style, that really looked good in 
the special test. 

“He’d better be under control!” Jill 
Burleson responded when someone 
mentioned it to her, “I keep reminding 
him — remember, you’re a father!” 

“I didn’t feel fast,” said Dick. 

Malcolm Smitħ was asked to sum up 
the trial. “It was too easy, and the 
Italians cheat,” he answered. Then he 
added with the familiar friendly smile, 
“I’m happy: Special test? Well, I'd like 
to have done better, but it was hard for 
everyone.” 

Malcolm had one problem on the first 
day at a check,when he noticed the rear 
tire had gone flat. He changed it, but 
had no air. One of the support crew 
went to borrow’ the Swedes’ air bottle 
while Malcolm pushed the bike through 
the check. Pushing the bike pulled the 
valve stem down through the hole in the 
rim, and when they tried pulling it back 
up with a pair of pliers, they squashed 
the stem. Malcolm changed it again, 
putting his spare front tube in the back, 
and ‘finished the day on it. The next 
morning he changed it again putting a 
good tube in the rear. 

The third member of the Highland 
club -team, Ken Maahs, ran out of 
support when he needed it most on day 
three. He’d changed a tire that morning 
but it went flat in the first ten miles. He 
changed it again, inspecting the wheel 
and tire carefully, but it went flat again. 
Riding in rocky terrain, he soon 
discovered that the tire wouldn’t stay 
on so he pulled it off entirely and rode 
on the bare rim. 

“I began stopping trucks and trying 
to get a new tire. The third one I 
stopped was a Puch truck, and they 
loaned me a tire.” Ken finished the day 
dropping to Bronze along the way. 

“I really want to finish,” he said on 
the morning of the fourth day. “PH 
spend some time in the impound area 
and work on that damaged rim.” His 
effort to salvage a Bronze Medal was 
successful. : x

The Lubbock Trail Riders club team 
scored one Gold Medal. Georgia’s Jeff 
Hill did the deed, but his teammates Jim 
Simmons and Ricky Weathersbee 
weren’t as fortunate. Weathersbee 
almost lost it all on day one when: his 
coil» wire touched the exhaust pipe 
shorting out! Ricky couldn’t find the 
problem, but still managed to finish the 
run. He réde an illegal motorcycle with 
some very crude numbers 
magic-markered on the sideplates into 
the mid day check, and if anyone had 
made a sudden noise, he’d have jumped 
a mile. At the day’s end, his number 
plates looked new again after a visit to 
the mythical dry barn. 

Simmons -wasn’t as fortunate. His 
bike seized om the first day (“It was my 
own fault.”) on the road, then it stuck 
twice more on the third day. Jim raised 
the needle a notch, found a way to 
catch up with the course, and was able 
to salvage a Silver Medal. 

Eric Jensen and Billy Geier of the 
Crotona Motorcycle Club team both 
eamed Golds, but the third member, 
Stan Rubottom, had to settle for a 
Silver. 

“Ive been riding just barely on 
Gold,” he said when we talked on the 
morning of the fourth day, “būt I wish I 
could build up a cushion.” Stan, riding a 
prototype of the 1977 Yamaha IT400, 
tangled with fellow Yamaha rider John 
Fero during the sixth day MX special 
test. The two bikes locked together, 
taking several minutes to pull them 
apart, and the time lost’ cost Stan his 
Gold. 

The Rhody Rovers club team earned 
the honor of being the only club team 
to score three Gold Medals. Don 
Cichocki, Gary Edmond and Jeff 
Gerber comprised that most successful 
American club team. 

Independent Harry Heilemann who 
“just sanded everything down and put it 
back together” after his pre-trial seizure, 
said at the trial’s end that he wasn’t too 
proud of his special test times but 
otherwise, no problems. 

The 51st International Six Days Trial, 
viewed in retrospect, tempts one to play 
the “if” game. If Kevin. LaVoie’s bike 








Billy Uhl relaxed all the way to another Gold for Team Hercules. 
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hadn’t broken the U.S. World Trop 
team probably would have finished a 
highly respectable fourth, fifth or sixth 
place. If the -course had been more 
demanding, or if it had rained, the U.S. 
Silver Vase team riders would have been 
more in their element, and they might 
have scored higher than fourth. 


But if the Austrian ISDT had been 
any different than what it was, the 
likelihood of 37 riders bringing home 29 
Gold Medals is optimistic at best. All in 
all, those guys did a damn good job. @

BARCELONA, SPAIN, SEPTEMBER 26 
South African Kork Ballington 
held off the challenges of Victor 
Palomo and Franco Uncini to win 
the 350cc race of the final Grand 
Prix of the year, the Spanish 
round. With~a smaller than 
expected crowd looking on in 
Barcelona’s Montjuich Park, 
Ballington nipped Spanish hero Palomo 
by a second and a half to scoreé’the first 
GP win of his career. Finishing a close 
third behind Ballington and Palomo was 
Italy’s Uncini. Fourth, a good distance 


back from the front running trio, was - 


Venezuela’s Johnny Cecotto. Yamaha 
mounted, as were the top four, Bruno 
Kneubuhler took fifth ahead of the new 
350cc World Champion, 
Harley-Davidson mounted Walter Villa. 

A popular win and a _ runnerup 
performance were registered by 
Bultaco’s Angel Nieto. Nieto topped 
Kreidler mounted Herbert Rittberger 
easily to secure his World Championship 
title in the 50cc class and in doing so 
gave Bultaco the Manufacturers’ World 
Championship as well. To further 
broaden the smile on Senor Bulto’s face, 
Nieto took second in the 125cc class 
behind World Champ Pier Paolo Bianchi 
and his Morbidelli. Thus Nieto clinched 
runnerup honors in the 125cc class 
point standings.

AXTON, VA., OCT. 3 

After mounting two rear fenders 
on his works Suzuki to ward off 
any possibility of repeating last 
week’s* disasterous moto loss, 
five-time 500cc World Champion 
Roger DeCoster topped the Lake 
Sugar Tree/Pepsi Cola. Trans- 
AMA results list taking over the 


series point lead in the process. In the 
opening round of the ten-race series, 
DeCoster had been robbed of a likely 
1-1 victory when, in the closing laps, the 
rear fender had broken off exposing the 
RN400’s air intake to mud flung up by 
his back tire. The Suzuki had quit 
within a lap from the end of the 
40-minute-plus-two-lap race while Roger 
was closing on the leader Suzuki 
teammate Akira Watanabe. This time 
DeCoster’s mechanic Mino Takasu had 
bolted two rear fenders together to 
form a single stronger unit and had 
strengthened the mounting brackets to 
preclude even the remotest possibility 
of another expensive fender failure. It 
worked. ; 

While The Man was working his way 
to winning the Lake Sugar Tree/Pepsi 
Cola event with a 3-1 score, Team 
Honda’s Marty Smith racked up a 
second place 2-3 total despite the fact 
that his motor seized in both motos! 

Team Manager Terry Mulligan 
credited the problem to “either an air 
leak or some bad gas,” explaining that 
the motor was new and untried since 
assembly at the Japanese factory. The 
original piston and cylinder were 
replaced and discarded between motos 
and, although the problem persisted in 
spite of their setting up the new top end 
with plenty of clearance, Marty nursed it 
in to a remarkable third place. 

Third overall went to Team Suzuki's 
Billy “Sugar Bear” Grossi who rode to a 
seventh placing in the first moto, 
following it up with a fifth in the 
second. 

In’ the competitive Trans-AMA 
support class, Team Honda rider Rich 
Eierstedt staged a runaway win on the 
sticky Virginia course. Six days of rainy 
weather had preceeded Sunday’s race 
but the combination clay/dust track 
held up well under the abuse and shaped 
up during practice. 

Pennsylvania's John Savitski edged 
Team Penton’s Frank Stacy in a tight 
race for second place, John’s Suzuki 
carrying him to a 5-2 second placing over 
Frank’s 3-4 third for the day. 


500 International 

The rush down Lake Sugar Tree’s 
starting chute hill and through the hairy 
off camber first turn saw Kawasaki’s 
Jimmy Weinert take the imitiative and 
lead Yamaha’s Rick Burgett, Honda’s 
Marty Smith and Maico’s Gaylon Mosier 
in the opening lap. DeCoster had started 
conservatively in 13th, and Jim 
Pomeroy led a seven-rider scramble.for 
19th place with series leader Watanabe, 
Tony DiStefano, Pierre Karsmakers, 
Bob Hannah, last week’s winner Kent 
Howerton and “Bad Brad” Lackey in 
his wake. 

Both Burgett and Smith got around 
Weinert when the Jammer apparently 
let his guard down on the back section 
of the track, but Jim quickly moved 
back into second place, behind Smith 
and in front of Burgett, on the third lap. 

DeCoster in the meantime was 
working one of his strong methodical 
rides through the pack toward the front. 
The top five were Smith, Weinert, 
Burgett, Mosier and KTM rider Pat 
Richter. 

Fifteen minutes into the moto, 
DeCoster held seventh — still riding his 
amazingly effortless pace. By the 
halfway point in the moto, he followed 
Tommy Croft who had been under 
control of sixth place, past former fifth

place resident Pat Richter. Mosier had 
dropped out by then. Near the halfway 
mark, Pomeroy moved into seventh. 

Bill Grossi also joined the midway 
move toward the front after starting 
ninth. He’d been waiting with the 
others, holding a steady speed, but 
when DeCoster went by Billy gassed it, 
too. At the midpoint, he cruised along 
in sixth just ahead of Pomeroy. 

Weinert had been keeping within 
striking distance of Marty Smith. Just 
after the halfway flags were displayed, 
he closed the gap, started pushing, and 
got by. Smith upped his speed and 
regained the lead. Jammin’ Jimmy and 
Honda’s Superkid engaged in a series of 
tight moves on the course’s twisting 
back section, bumping, blockpassing 
and ‘trading roosts with every turn in a 
battle that lasted for the next ten 
minutes. 

By the 35 minute point, Weinert had 
at least temporarily settled the dispute 
and held the lead. But the pressure was 
far from gone as the top five — Weinert, 
Smith, Croft, DeCoster and Burgett — 
all raced within a six second bracket. 

“I blew it,” Tommy Croft said after 
the race had ended, “there’s just no 
other way to put it.” The Team Honda 
rider had entered a tight turn in too low 
a gear, spun out, and stalled the motor. 
DeCoster, only a few seconds behind, 
also stalled on his motor getting around 
the stopped Honda but got going again 
before Tommy did and wicked it up to 
try and catch Rickey Burgett who’d 
passed them both 

Three laps from the checkered flag, 
Roger overtook Ricky’s Yamaha. He 
then narrowed the gap on Marty in the 
final two rounds bringing the crowd to 
attention with anticipation of a fast 
final move on the Americans. It never 
happened. The three crossed the finish 
line only a few yards apart, with Jimmy 
Weinert taking the win over Smith and 
DeCoster. Fourth went to Ricky 
Burgett; Tommy Croft, Jim Pomeroy 
and Billy Grossi followed. 

Brad Lackey and Rick Burgett led the 
downhill charge at the start of moto 
two, but a starting gate malfunction 
(due to anxious riders ramming it) 
necessitated a restart. 

Ricky repeated his hair trigger clutch 
work to lead at the restart with Jim 
Pomeroy, Tony .DiStefano, Gary 
Semics, Bob Hannah and Pat Richter 
hot on his trail. Bad Brad wasn’t as 
fortunate on the restart but got 
underway in seventh. 

Richter lost it on the opening lap, 
dropping back to 28th place and letting 
Lackey into sixth. Jammin’ Jimmy was 
rubbing knobbies with Bad Brad, and 


stuck . the factory Kaw in under 
Lackey’s Husky at the finish line turn 
putting Brad over the berm. 

But The Jammer’s demise was only 
moments away. 

“I did an Evel Knievel off Mt. 
Everest!” Weinert proclaimed in the pits 
afterward as he winced in pain from his 
injured right knee. He’d approached the 
huge mound dubbed “Mt. Everest” by 
the Lake Sugar Tree promoter, locked 
up the Kaw’s rear wheel when the rider 
ahead of him braked unexpectedly, and 
Kaw, Jammer and all had been pitched 
off the ten foot high -mini-mountain 
sideways.

Eddie 
Lawson (Yam) took the first one with 
Charlie Summers (Yam) firmly in 
second until his bike blew on the last 
lap and Eric Engen got the direct 
transfer. The time dropped again by two 
seconds as Tony Alves (Yam) and Rick 
Delacy led them home. Pole position in 
the main went to third heat winner, Jim 
Mertens (Yam) with Dave Lujan coming 
in second.

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Cal City GP to 
Brooks brothers

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., OCT. 2-3 
Cordis Brooks (250 Bul) finished 
about 50 seconds ahead of his 
brother Tom (400 KTM) and won 
the DRA California City Grand 
Prix. : 
On the first loop of the 
100-mile Amateur/Expert race, 
Morgan Malocco (500 Yam) took 


good advantage of his front-row start 
and was leading. Near the end of the 
loop he came off a jump onto the 
pavement so hard he lost several spokes 
in the rear wheel. Cordis Brooks had 
worked his way from a third -row start 
to second and he passed Morgan going 
out on the second loop, Malocco spent 
the rest of the race at a subdued pace. 

Bob Balentine (400 KTM) passed 
over 40 riders on his first loop and soon 
he passed Cordis. He built up a good 








lead before the rear tire went flat on a 
rocky hill and he retired. 

That put Cordis back in the lead with 
Tom Kelly (250 KTM) right behind 
him. They kept each other company for 
the next loop. “Every time I looked 
back, he was there. He didn’t. gain on 
me and I didn’t gain on him,” Cordis 
explained after the race. Since Kelly was 
only 20 yards aft, he was leading the 
race on time, because he’d started 15 
seconds behind Brooks. But on the third 
loop, coming off the dirt onto the long 
pavement straight, Kelly went a little 
wide on the turn, clipped a dirt mound, 
crashed ` and severely bent the 
handlebars. He dropped out. 

Tom Brooks, making his first 
appearance on the big-bore KTM, took 
over second on Kelly’s spill. Tom had 
been having problems, siezing the bike 
twice and having to stop to free a 
snagged brake cable. Mike Keen (360 
Hus), who only shows up at these GPs, 
took over third and Doug Winchell, 
engaged in a. wrestling match with his 
500 Yamaha thumper in the rough 
sections, was fourth. 

Cordis finished the race in 1 hour, 
50.17 minutes next, close enough that

the city computer was put to use to 
make the first two positions official. 
Cordis will recieve over $1100 for his 
win and Tom will get about $450. 


Keen and Winchell stayed where they 
were, finishing third and fourth. John 
McDowell (360 Hus) who won the 
Spring Novice race, finished fifth overall 
and first Amateur. John had no 
problems, no crashes; just a steady, 
unspectacular ride that puts one in the 
money. Monte Lee (Yam) took sixth, 
second 250 with a similar ride. In 
contrast, Chris Kallen (400 Yam) did 
not have a boring day. He went down in 
the first corner off the start. He got up 
and was running third when he looped 
the bike on a fifth-gear jump at the end 
of pit row on the second loop. He 
skidded along on his back for a couple 
of hundred feet or so, got up and back 
on the bike and took off without losing 
a position. But the crash snapped off 
the front brake lever and disabled the 
rear brake pedal, leaving. Chris without 
brakes. To top it off, the rear tire went 
flat on the last loop. 

Phil Stumbo (250 CZ) finished 
eighth, after riding the last loop with 
the exhaust pipe broken in half. In 















addition only being able to pull third 
gear on the pavement, Phil had a hard 
time hearing after the race. 


It looks to us like Lee Wilson III (175 
KTM) took first small-bore, but like the 
rest of the results herein, its highly 
unofficial. It also looks like Gus Paull 
(400 Yam) aced out John Klug (410 
Hon) ‘for the Senior win. 


Sunday morning’s 250/Open Novice 
race went to Wes Finkle (400 Yam). 
Wes comes out to most of the races, but 
only rides the “‘biggies’’. Starting on the 
second row, he moved quickly into the 
lead and won going away.

On Saturday afternoon, a new race 
was held for 0-200 Novices, Advanced 
Powder Puffs and Senior Novices. 
Darren Pritchett (125 Yam) won it after 
losing the Spring Beginner race by a 
third of a second. But right behind him 
was Leslie Klug (250 Hon). Leslie 
started in the sixth row, but was in the 
top ten after only 20 miles. As soon as 














Darren finished, watches were 
brandished and it turned out that Leslie 
was 30 seconds behind after her start 
handicap was determined. Senior class 
rider Jerry Lohr (360 Yam) took third. 

Bill Bantau (360 Hus) took the lead 
on the last loop to win the 250/Open 
Beginner race. Dave Pasley (250 Yam) 
led. the second’ loop and ended up 
second, winning his class.

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Something different: 
CERA’s road enduro

LIVERMORE, CAL., SEPT. 18-19 
What does an enduro rider do 
when he has a free weekend? He 
rides a street enduro. About 60 
riders set out on the weekend 
grand tour road ride set up by the 
California Enduro Riders Association. It 
was a tour with checkpoints, time cards 
and plenty of time-distance figuring. 
Classes were determined by engine size 
as well as solo and partner. Two to a 
bike was the best set up. Most riders 
depended on wives and girlfriends to 
navigate and do the mathematics while 
they concentrated on piloting. 

The competition began to leave 
Livermore at 10:00 a.m. Saturday 
morning. The first day’s trek would take 
them. to South Shore, Tahoe. They 
began by going north across the 


rangeland of the Livermore Valley by 


way of two lane county roads. which 
angled toward the San Joaquin River in 
long, straight stretches. Across the river 
was the first check and then the road 
swerved through the coastal hills to 
Lake Berryessa where the second check 
was located. This cool, sunny morning 
was perfect for a ride through the low, 
brown mountains where the roads 
weaved and glided onward like the back 
of a long black snake. The road ride isa 
smooth, calm, forward progression 
across yielding terrain . 

At Lake Berryessa the course turns 
east to head for the high Sierras. It’s 
afternoon now and the riders shed 
jackets to soak up the warmth that 
spreads over the flat landscape. 
Traveling on through small valley towns 
like Winters and Marysville until in the 
east the mountains appear over the 
horizon and above the crests there are 
big, fat rain clouds jumbled up like 
whipped cream on short cake. 

Time for a quick lunch and a gas up 
in Grass Valley. Then it’s the third 
check in the foothills. Up until now the 
checks have been far apart, but the 
fourth check is only 25 miles up the 
road. This little trick by C.E.R.A. blows 
a lot of zeros! The riders are having too 
much fun to care much, though. With 
every thousand foot rise in elevation 
engines’ run a little richer until they 
begin. to blubber and the riders are 
starting to feel a little sore and hard 
pressed themselves. But soon they are 
looking down on Lake Tahoe and the 
end of the first day. Food, rest and 
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maybe a turn at the one armed bandits. 
Then in the last few miles along the 
lake, in the last few minutes before 
Saturday’s ride is over, the clouds crack 
open and it rains, it hails, it thunders. 
Lightning whips through the cold windy 
darkness of a sudden nightfall. The wet 
riders hurry through the last check and 
head for their motels. 

Sunday morning the run starts back 
home. The way is through Kingsbury 
Pass and then coasts downhill through 
towns like Jackson and Volcano Hill. 
The rain is moving east and the riders 
are going west; so the day is again 
bright, clear and ready to be enjoyed. 
Leaving the mountains behind, the 
riders push on across the valley floor 
towards the coast and the finish line; 
they count off the checks by the hour, 
cross the rivers and race to the sunset 
until at last they are back at Livermore. 
They have completed the 541 mile loop, 
surely the longest enduro District 36 has 
ever seen. 

Phil Hazard took First 350 Solo 
aboard a street licensed Honda enduro 
machine — knobbies, mudders and all. 
Cosby and Billie Chesnut took First 350 
Partner with their Yamaha and Cosby’s 
super-computer which normally sees 
more action on events like the 
Jackhammer. and the Red Garter. 
Duanne White piloted his 750 B.M.W. to 
a first in that class. While Holly Slayton 
and Dave Adams tied for Open Solo. 

The run was one of the most pleasant 
enduros imaginable — it was fun and 
just competitive enough to be taken 
seriously by the hard core enduro 
enthusiasts. There was just one 
unforseen result of the novel type event 
however — many of the checkers were

BLM Utah & Salt 
Lake district ORV 
meeting

SALT LAKE CITY, UT., SEPT. 8 
Larry Lee, state Recreation 
Specialist, did most of the talking, 
‘to explain the proposed new ORV 
regs developed in response to the 
Wildlife Federation’s successful 
suit and the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation’s subsequent EIS (see 
Lane Campbell’s article in Sept. 
14 issue of Cycle News). The meeting 
was almost entirely on a friendly note. 
Even the Associate State Director 
William Leavell who conducted the 
meeting, although a veteran of the 
California desert, did not seem to be 
anti-biker. The audience was mostly 
bikers. Larry commented that it was not 
as large as four years ago when the 
BLM’s first response to Nixon’s 
infamous executive order 11644 was to 
propose all lands initially closed to 
ORVs! 

Copies of the proposed regulations 
from the Federal Register of July .28, 
1976 were handed out, also a seven page 
sheet, “Questions and Answers on ORV 
use of the National Resource Lands.” 

Larry explained regulated areas. An 
example was recently dedicated Little 
Sahara (see Cycle News, May 25, 1976). 
Many would be temporary, such as 
lambing or kidding grounds, or for fire 

rotection. He outlined the 
mind-boggling) process of designation 
leading to areas being open, regulated, 
or closed, the process to be completed 
in 1987. Public meetings are promised 
for controversial proposals. Periodic 
updates on designations are promised, 
on the basis of monitoring of ORV use 
and changes in needs. He stated that of 
the more than 23 million acres of BLM 
land in Utah, only 124,000 acres are 
presently closed. Primitive areas of 
course.

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recreation sites of a few dozen acres are 
closed, also an area to which antelope 
have recently been transplanted. Larry 
expects most BLM lands in Utah to 
remain open. 

Audience comments reflected 
questioning of the interpretation of 
some of the regulations. For instance, 
what is “direct supervision” of a rider 
too young to obtain an operator’s 
license? The Questions and ~ Answers 
state that the young person must be “‘in 
sight or within hearing” of the 
responsible person. Mark Murphy of 
Utah Cycle Rider pointed out this 
would climimate minis from MX or 
desert races. Bob Reeves of Pacer Honda 
said his daughters were far too 
competent to be so restricted. I thought 
of my daughter who has horse-packed 
with similarly aged friends since she was 
13, scarcely less dangerous than dirt 
riding or bike-packing. I said that bikers 
were very sensitive about individual 
freedoms, witness the helmet protests. 


Interestingly, my hiking club, the 
Wasatch Mountain Club, which I 
represent on the State Parks RV 


Advisory Council, objected to a similar 
clause im the state ORV regulations. 
They’re individualists too. 

Audience reaction seemed concerned 
with the possibility of a later rigid 
interpretation of various regulations. 
The BLM in Utah is talking fairly about 
this matter but does not have a totally 
clean record in “listening to the people. 
A few months ago the state’s districts 
were reduced in number, eliminating 
some offices, over a large protest. 

One lone Sierra Clubber commented 
to Larry afterwards on his lonesomeness 
at the meeting. I told him I was a 
member also, whereupon he shook my 
hand gratefully. I did not tell him I am 
not your typical member. He 
complained at some length about ORV 
use of the Wasatch National Forest. 
BLM’s Larry listened patiently. I 
listened, feeling alienated, tired of 
trying to explain that there are other 
viewpoints, other choices. 

I asked for more notice of meetings. 
Press release on this one was dated 
August 28th. The Salt Lake Tribune’s 
article on this September 8 meeting was 
on September 1. Not too much time to 
get the word around in a state with not

Wasatch Trials 
Association’s scenic 


meeting ground 
By Dorde Woodruff 


ALPINE, UT., SEPT. 12 
The North Fork of American Fork 
Canyon is tucked high into the 
long but narrow Wasatch Range 
behind massive Boxelder Peak. 
Trials Association people camp in the 
narrow gorge above Tibble Fork 
Reservoir and place sections in the 
slightly wider canyon below. More 
sections are up to eight miles above 
where the canyon widens into Mineral 
Basin below the upper tram terminal of 
Snowbird ski resort. , 
The area’s Uinta National Forest was 
one of the more repressive divisions of 
that agency in Utah when the tentative 
Travel Plan based on Nixon’s E.O. 
11644 came out last fall. But WTA has a 
successful relationship with them. No 
other off-road biking is permitted in the 
area.

Trials competitions in Utah began 
four years ago. When trail riders Ken 
Crocheron, Larry Riddle and. Tracy 
Jorgenson read Sammy Miller’s book 

“Trials” they got hooked. Then the Salt 
Lake MC, primarily interested in road 
riding, but which also promotes a 
variety of competitions, put on a trials. 
Ken, Larry and Tracy decided that if 
the SLMC could do it, they could. 


WTA is ecology-minded. Sections are 
placed to minimize damage. The 
opportunity to compete in American 
Fork Canyon is highly valued because of 
the natural obstacles available and the 
scenic beauty. The terrain dictates the 
sections, which don’t have to be closely 
marked to confine the rider as in more 
open places. This meeting is more 
difficult than most, especially for 
novices, more like European trials. 
Riders started at 10:30 in the morning, 
did not finish until 6:30 in the evening. 
They came from Ely, Nevada (usually 
also from Las Vegas); Ogden, Park City 
and Logan, Utah, as well as Salt Lake 
and that hotbed of trials riders, the 
small towns in Utah County at the foot 
of American Fork Canyon. No one 
knows why there are so many riders 
there. They tend to be old desert riders 
and former MXers. 

Novices mostly rode the same 
sections as the other classes, but 
Amateurs had more difficult paths on 
the same sections, Experts more so. A 
steep ride up a mine. dump prompted 
one rider to comment on the alleged 
natural terrain. Another interesting 
section featured a large tree trunk up 
off the ground. Plenty of rocks and 
water crossings were available. 

Amateur Dale Pitts, who usually 
wops the socks off the Experts, will be 
moving up soon. He managed one òf the 
toughest sections, off-camber wet 
bedrock at the edge of the stream, with 
only one dab. 

Jack Taylor, a new rider this year 
who placed 14th the third day he’d 
ridden a bike, has been high in: the 
Novice class ever since. He was one of 
the few Novices to lick the huge boulder 
in the aspens, which stopped most os 
the class.

Hanford climaxed its ’76 Division 
Two speedway season with the 
second annual stat¢ championship 
for the SRA Division Two cam- 


paigners. The all-Scratch program was 
run in five rounds of four heats each, 
and the action and suspense didn’t quit 
until after the final heat. 

Sixteen top contenders from central 
and southern California’s SRA ranks 
began the fireworks at the first gate 
when San Bernardino’s Stan Flanders 
and Kurt Strommer teamed up for a 
one-two finish dumping favorites Max 
Koemans and Brad Oxley. The rest of 
the round saw Tom Ferris, Jack Martin 
and Tom Morley begin a battle that 
went down to the final heat. 

By halftime, hopes were already 
fading for Oxley, Brian Buffington, and 
Steve Schlanser — they couldn’t dial in 
to the track. Flanders ate the turn two 
fence, cut his’ hand and bent his 
“machine — Strommer missed a chance 
to score after breaking the tape and 
Koemans had only rung up two points. 

Everyone else had a fighting chance 
going into round four, but by the time 
the final rolled around the battle was 
clearly formed: Martin had a perfect 
score of 12 with one ride left in the 
final. Grant Salyers had 13 with no rides 
left and Tom Morley was in the same 
boat with 12. Ferris however, had 10 
points and would meet Martin im the 
final heat. Therefore if Martin blew it 
the’ whole picture would change, forcing 
run-offs. 

Martin and Ferris faced Oxley and 
Buffington who, though no longer in 
contention, had gotten their act 
together somewhat and figured as 
“spoilers.” The gate went up and the 
Ferris/Martin duo got clear of the pack 
in the first turn. From then on they 
staged a battle that the fans will talk 
about for years. Ferris needed the win, 
and Martin was feeling the pressure. On 
the beginning of lap two Martin came in 
too hard and Ferris got under him. 
Martin recovered on the back straight 
and it was man on man for two laps, 
then in exactly the same spot Martin 
again went a shade wide allowing Ferris 
to take the initiative. Martin again used 
the back straight to recover and with a 
super human effort he found enough 
horsepower and traction to do a 
wheel-standing front straight drive that 
nailed Ferris by a wheel. 

The crowd went nuts and a run off

Fossil Bowl(?) of MX

CLARKIA, IDAHO, SEPT. 12 

A lot of young businessmen 
showed up for the $500 to win 
125 race at Fossil Bowl moto- 
cross. During practice the specta- 
tors got a real cross-up show over the 
high jump. The super fast riders in for 
the money were riding loose and 
showing off. Once lined up for the start, 
however, tensions were tight as the 
rubber snap line. 

Once off the line, Ed Davis on a DG 
Honda grabbed the holeshot and 
maintained the lead the duration of the 
moto. Bill Joyce riding a CH prepared 
Honda rode’ number’ two _ spot 
constantly close to David. A hard charge 
at the finish line through some 
washboards netted him access to the 
fast line. However, the rough stuff left 
him at a stability disadvantage and Davis 
made the corner without the berm 
anyway, hanging in for a first. They 
shook hands with each other as they 
pulled into the off-ramp. Pat Jacobson 
rode number three spot while Gary 
Kuest, a Spokane rider who garnered 
the track points trophy for the season, 
settled for fourth in this moto. Fifth 
place Rick Gage really mixed it up with 
a total (I suspect it’s a track record) of 
25 position changes. Ron Dimeo who 
knocked down first place money out of 
the $2500 purse just one week before at 
Washougal had to settle for sixth. 

Second moto saw WFO’s Racing 
Team Pat Jacobson grab the holeshot 
briefly. The first turn off the starting 
line straightaway is an S curve. Jacobson 
had the fast outside line on the 
beginning of the corner. Trying to 
maintain his lead he swung in front of 
the pack to use the outside berm on the 
latter end of the S. It was a hell of a 
place to get tripped up. It looked like he 
never hit the ground till the entire field 
cleared the corner. Apparently he 
figured he could use the exercise as he 
jumped right back on his bike (with a 
little help) but the toll was apparent on 
his Honda for it was missing some vital 
parts. WFO was screaming for five 
minutes to get the bike repaired, Gary 
Racca had just discovered his hastily 
reassembled DG replica was out of time. 
This led to the decision to run the 
Intermediates and let the down bikes 
have an extra 20 minute break for 
repairs. It’s a nonaffiliated track so this 


was a personal decision of the 
management and it. was a little 
controversial. The manager deftly 


avoided three fist fights, the checkered 


flag man nearly had his flag 
disassembled, and a nurse, innocent 
bystander in the control tower, was 
verbally assaulted. We _ haven’t 
completely translated the official 
protest. 


Second moto finally off saw Joyce 
grab the holeshot and lead. Gary Racca 
who blew up in the first moto put in an 
old barrel and had to file down a third 
over ring to get well again. Racca Senior 
stated he’d never seen anything like that 
before for the bike ran like-a wind 
storm. Racca with his DG Honda 
grabbed third, then second and twice 
got a front tire ahead of Joyce on the 
inside but would have had to cut him 
off, and he elected not to. Riding his 
two year old iron and retiming on the 
starting line, it was definitely the bike 
and ride of the day. 16 year young Ed 
Davis hung back in third waiting to 
capitalize on avery probable collision as 
the two lead bikes rode close, close the 
entire moto. It never came. Gary Kúest 
and Rick Gage again constantly fought

The young smiling happy-go-lucky kid 
with full factory backing going down to 
the wire against the experienced serious 
veteran with no factory support of any 
kind. Jay Springsteen has been superb in 
half mile and mile track competition 
this season. But his worst National half 
mile performance was at the Ascot 
National a year ago. 

Both contenders have run under 
various handicaps this season. 
Springsteen is not an Expert in road 
racing. Thus he missed chances to score 
points in four events. Scott has had to 
search out parts and equipment from 
the beginning, riding three different 
types of Yamaha, one Harley and one 
Triumph. 


Both riders are facing an unbroken 
tradition. No out-of-stater has ever won 
Ascot on National night. By the same 
token, no rider has ever won the Ascot 
National T.T. and the half mile in the 
same season. Scott was the winner last 
August in the T.T. Scott won Ascot in 
August aboard a five year old Triumph. 
He vows he is going to ride and win on a 
Triumph patched together from even 
older components! 


Springer will head into Ascot on 
Saturday night leading in points. It is 
maybe not so much whether or not Jay 
or Gary wins but rather who finishes the 
highest and how many other riders are 
between them at the end of the twenty 
lap final. As usual, several riders can win 
the Ascot National. Kenny Roberts. 
Steve Eklund and Alex Jorgensen, to 
name at least three. 

Roberts won last year with his finest 
half, mile ride ever. A win by Kenny 
would ‘derive a lot of satisfaction, even

Ascot and is super smooth on the 
Gardena oval. He won there earlier this 
year on both Yamaha and Harley. At 
San Jose he turned in his best mile ride 
ever and is back on a hot streak once 
again. 

Nobody of the current crop of 
contenders knows the Ascot path like 
Jorgensen. Like Scott, Jorgy will ride a 
machine not moted for winning 
Nationals of late. Jorgy has yet to win a 
big one on the Ron Woods Norton and 
if he is to do it it has to be at Ascot 
or he waits another year. 

The darkhorses_ will be Rex 
Beauchamp and Skip Aksland. Skip 
finished second a year ago for his best 
ever half mile effort. Rex has looked 
great all season. 

The Camel series wraps up with the 
Ascot event. The difference between 
finishing first or second in the final 
standings can mean as much as $50,000 
in purses, point money from Camel and 
the AMA, contingencies and future 
advertising/promotional packages. 

Regardless of who takes the title it 
will be most deserving. Springsteen ends 
the season as the leading winner with six 
wins to date and an unbroken string of 
four straight dirt track wins. Neither 
Scott nor Roberts ever put together 
four in a row the past three seasons 
when they ended up with the title. 
Scott, if he makes it, becomes the first 
privateer in history to win the title: All 
others had some type of factory support 
at least part of the season. Not Scott in 
‘76. Jay can become the youngest rider 
to ever win the title. He’s only nineteen 
years old. Brad Andres made the grade 
in his rookie year in ‘55 but was twenty. 

Fourteen riders will line up Saturday 
night for the final. Better add the names 
of Mike Kidd and Ted Boody to the 
possible list. This brings it out to mean 
that at least 50% of the field can win 
the race! Fantastic.
